MASSACRE 


If, iicems lo he the general opinion of ilic American public and the 


leading p;i]ier= ol the country that the sinking of I lie Lusitania by Ger- 
many was an act of impnrdonablc cruelty, for whirli there is no .justi- 
fication in any known laws ot peace or war. 
There is little disposition 


lo discuss the ti'chnicnl aspects ot tlio question for the wanton and 
deliberate destruction of over a thousand non-combatants i.s regarrtr-d in 
this country as ;in act that can neither lie palliated nor satisfactorily i 
explained. It was more than au act o£ war against one or two countries;' 
if was a .crime against civilization, brought very closely home to n:s by 
the drowning of men, women and children of our- own nationality. 


The most accusing factor in the case against Germany is, that ils 


f>ubmarine.s gave absolutely no warning to the doomed passengers and 
crew. One halt' hour of calm preparation would probably have saved'all 
on board, and then the deadly submarines could have sunk ship and cargo 
without sending crew and passengers to their death with fiendish heart- 
lessncss. 
As it was dune, Germany struck consciously or unconsciously 


at the very heart of this nation, and ils callous crime w.is as foolish as 
it was brutal. 
It also seems that warning could have been triven to the 


Lusitaniii without danger, as the liner r/as unequipped for defense. 
It 


inusf, therefore, be surmised that the sinking of the ship without warning 
was deliberately planned in advance. 
' From the available accounts, however, it seems thai absolutely no 


preparation was made to meet such ;\n emergency, though Germany had 
intimated very clearly that it would regard the Uusitania as lawful prey. 
Ihe Cunard company was grossly negligent lo have permit ted the sailing 
ot the ship in its usual route without requesting government protection 
within the war zone, :nid the government was remiss in not providing 
a convoy -of its own volition. 
England is by no means clear of responsi- 


bility for (lie loss of American lives in an English steamer :ii)d under the 
protection of the English iiag. 
When the dastardly deed was done, no 


adequate aid was at hnnd even fov rescue. 


By a terrible lesson, the wisdom of the administration's merchant 


marine policy has been brought home to the American people. As war has 
developed there can be no guarantee for.the safety of American lives or 
American property under any flng but our own, and we can no longer 
depend on any other power to transport our people ur our merchandise. 
There is sufficient justification in the sinking of the Lusitania for a special 
sessioii of congress to pass the president's bill, which many professed 
to. believe would lead us into international complications. 
Without its 


provisions, we have got into such complications, and very deeply. 
With 


^ 
American passenger and freight ships, our relations with cither powers 


= 
nould lie entirely outside the war influences and the danger of the 
Lusitnnin tragedy could have been avoided. 


There is as yet no intimation of the terms to be insisted on by 


\\7ashington as reparation for the wrong done this nation,

tive district in Paris has a municipal 
employment agency, where 
employers 


who want help, and persons who want 
work, register. No other agencies are 
recognized by law. The employer must 
pay the nominal fees. Inquiries at va- 
rious bureaus show that among labor- 
ing classes servants suffer most from 
the war. Most French families re- 
duced the wages of their servants the 
first week of mobilization, and many 
were discharged. There arc now long 
waiting lists or servants, looking for 
any sort of employment. 
This cate- 
gory includes many governesses, and 
private tutors, who, owing to the econ- 
omy campaign in French families, find 
themselves out of work. 


Two months ago. there were 20 per 


cent, more dressmakers and tailors' as- 
sistants o;;t of employment 
than at 


present, showing that with the coming 
of spring, fashions arc again receiving 
some attention.

One half hour of calm preparation would probably have saved nil 
on board, and then the deadly submarines could have sunk ship and cargo 


: without sending crew and passengers to their death with fiendish heart-

OMETHING very like a real 


naval conflict will be Indulged 
in by the Atlantic fleet after 
the review of the bis ships by 


Presiaent Wilson. In fact, everything 
will be in the picture except—Just one 
thlnp. 
There will be super-Dread- 


noughts, Dreadnoughts, cruisers, de- 
stroyers, submarines, aeroplanes, hydro- 
aeroplanes and,'above aJl, some excit- 
ing strategy. 


So far as can b» gleaned as to the 


program of the' navy department the 
scheme In view will be something like 
this.. The details have not yet been 
completed. Indeed, most of the details 
are to be left to the exigencies of the 
battle Just as they would have to be In 
a real encounter. 


The United States suddenly learns 


that the enemy'3 fleet is at sea with a 
large convoy carrying a landing force. 
Admiral Fletcher will set out to meet 
and destroy It He will be expected to 
locate It with his scout cruisers, but it 
Is assumed that by the trick of a feint 
attack upon the Panama canal the foe 
will succeed in eluding and getting by 
him. 


New York, which wilt hardly have set- 


tled down after cheering the fleet as it 
left to meet the enemy, will suddenly 
hear that hostile warships are visible 
to aviators and from the top of the 
Woolworth building. It will find Itself 
compelled to rely for protection on Its 
forts and mines, a ring of submarines 
and a plucky lot of destroyers. "The 
enemy's forces may land somewhere, 
perhaps in South bay, where the British 
landed in their successful attack, and 
their warships may bombard the city 
while the Invaders attempt to work 
their way up the Island, get behind the 
cnast defenses and complete the cap- 
ture. 


That the people of this country are 


Intensely Interested in the question of 
the strength of our coast defenses there 
Is no doubt, and the mimic battle, which 
Is to last several days, will give the 
army and navy experts exceptional op- 
portunity to determine where. If any- 
where, there Is a weakness. 
It will 


also form excellent practice forc the 
forces engaged, for the men of both 
sides will be almost as excited as 1£ In 
real battle. It will give all arms of the 
service a taste of what actual war Is 
like. 


No fewer than 79 ships of war will 


figure in the review by President Wil- 
son, which will precede the greatest 


maneuvers the navy has ever arranged. 
There will be 21 battleships, 21 destroy- 
ers, 12 submarines and 25 tenders and 
auxiliaries. 
If the Mexican situation 


permits, the total will ba increased to 
more than 100. President Wilson hopes 
to be able to make the trip from Wash- 
ington aboard the Mayflower. 


The fleet, which for the first time is 


under the command of an officer with 
tha rank of admiral, will complete Its 
target practice off the Vlrlglnia capes 
the first week In May and will head for 
New York. It Is expected to appear In 
the Hudson river the morning of May 0. 
Kever before In the history of the 
American navy will so powerful an or- 


ganization of fighting craft have been 
assembled. 
The ships wUL remain at 


anchor for eight days while the men 
enjoy shore leave and the hospitality 
which the city will offer them. 


As a special mark of respect for the 


Empire State Admiral Frank B. Fletch- 
er will fly his pennant on the Dread- 
nought New York Instead of the Ar- 
kansas. Tho Delaware and the Geor- 
gia will probably be brought from 
Mexican waters to Join the long lines 
between which President Wilson will 
sail. 


More than 1,500 guns will be flred as 


the Mayflower glides slowly up the 
river. This will be the greatest num- 


ber of guns ever fired by an American 
fleet In honor of any one. 


Part of the plans, it Is believed, in- 


cludes a parade of 20.000 bluejackets on 
Fifth avenue, led by Rear Admiral 
Mayo, who demanded.the salute of tha 
stars and stripes by General Huerta. 
New York city promises to entertain 
the men royally. This will be the first 
time the fleet has visited the city sine* 
tha capture of Vera Cruz.

ROBABLY no greater feat In 


deep sea diving was ever un- 
dertaken than that of Gunner 
George D. Stilson, Chief Gun- 


ner's Mate Frank Crilley, Gunner's 
Mate S. J. Drelllshak and their com- 
panions in diving for the lost subma- 
rine F-4 at HonoJulu. 


Drelllshak started to the difficult task 


already holding a world's record. In a. 
special test of an Invention by Stilson 
last year Drellishak went down 275 feet 
and spent ten minutes on the floor of 
the ocean. Crilley heat this by going 
down 2SS feet and spent twelve min- 
utes completely surveying the F-4 on 
the floor of the ocean. 


• H Is Stllson's new power driven air 
compressor which has brought about 
the rapid development of deep sea div- 
Jnff In the past two years, but Crilley 
went down for his first exploration In 
an ordinary .-living suit and the tecom- 


sure on tho dher was not used by him. 


The pressure of the water has been 


one of the greatest difficulties to over- 
come in deep sea diving. It amounts 
to nearly fifty pounds to the square 
Inch of the diver's body for each hun- 
dred feet of depth. To neutralize this, 
compressed air is pumped into the 
diver's suit and helmet and the pressure 
Is Increased as he goes down to cor- 
respond with the increasing depth. 


Perils Attend Release. 


With tho supply of compressed nlr 


the compressed air Is abrcrbc,! by the 
Mood in bubbles, which are inflated if 
the outside pressure is suddenly dimin- 
ished. This would re-suit in t!-.e death 
of a diver brought suddenly up from a 
great depth to a norm.il atmospheric 
pressure. 
To avoid this he must be 


raised very slowly. 


After Drelllshak had mado his record 


dive he was brought slowly up to with- 
in ten feet of the surface an:l kept sus- 
pended at that depth in the water for 
half an hour before being brought to 
the surface.

ualiy by means of the device of Gun- 
ner Stilson, and when ho was taken out 
if his suit he showed no symptoms of 
he "bends." as the inflation of the 
ilood Is called among divers. 


An added precaution has been sup- 


plied In the form of a large cylinder, or 
room, into which • compressed air Is 
pumped. If the diver Is in any way 
affected by the pressure of the water 
after he is brought up he is placed In 
this room under the direction of a 
physician. 
Special Room Required. 


This room is supplied with a cot and 
telephone communicating with those 


outside, and a carefully adjusted pump 
supplies the pressure required by the 
patient. This blr compressed air room 
Is a part of the equipment which the 
divers had with them at Honolulu. 


The United States navy has not yet 


experimented with the new aluminium 
diving suit which was used In the sal- 
vage work of the Empress of Ireland 
wrecked In the St. I^awrence last year, 
so Gunner Stllsori and his corps of six 
trained men had to do without that ad- 
vantage. It Is not a thins which could 
be used without.experience. 


It is really more Like a machine than 


a suit, for It weighs nearly 500 pounds, 
and the man Inside Is practically help- 
less In its grip until after he has sunk 
so far below the surface that the weight 
Is counterbalanced by the water pres- 
sure. Ho Is then able to move around 
after the manner of a man clad In old 
fashioned steel armor. 


The suit has more than fifty turning 


Joints to give it flexibility, and one of 
Its marvels Is a wonderfully designed 
arm and hand. The hand Is of steel 
and has twelve fingers, so constructed 
that when manipulated by the arm of 
tho man inside It a pin can be picked 
up from She floor. This hand also is 
supplied with an electric light. 


Peculiarly Difficult Task. 
'To fasten cables round a sunken 


submarine lyinit far below the custom- 
ary diving depths !s a task that tests 
alike the endurance of the divers and 
their equipment. Once the vessel is lo- 
cated and the cables are securely at- 
tached it Is comparatively easy for the 
powerful tu<;5 to raise her. 


Heretofore diving has been chiefly 


confined to torpedo boats and sub- 
marines In the navy. The chief work 
of the diver was to recover torpedoes 
dropped Into the water. 
During the 


last two ye.irs additional attention has 
been given to ilivlns. and it is believed 
that more of this work will be done In 
the future. 


One of the best known divers of New 


York bop\:i life as n bookkeeper, but 
was threatened with consumption. Ho 
wanted to change his work and drifted 
Into diving by accident over thirty 
years ncn. He hns t,cen |n actjve serv-

Let War Here Be on the Mosquito 


W 


ITH the approach of warm 


weather the question of 
how to guard against the 
annual mosquito Invasion 


again presents itself. Many communi- 
ties have already begun to wage war 
on the flying pests. 


Anti-mosquito campaigns were for- 


merly considered more or less of a joke. 
The mosquito itself was no joke, how- 
ever, but it stung the public for a long, 
long time in perfect security and with 
Increasing zest before people would be- 
gin to take the idea of reprisals on the 
mosquito seriously. 


Practically the first mosquito cam- 


paign began In Cuba after the Span- 
ish-American war. Yellow fever epi- 
demics had occurred before: N'ew Or- 
leans lost 4,000 people by one In 1S7S. 
During the Cuban epidemic it was dis- 
covered that the mosquito was respon- 
sible for the transmission of yellow 
fever. 
Under the dlrectfonsof Colonel 


W. C. Gorgas Havana was cleaned up, 
ponds and pools were treated with 
preparations to kill mosquitoes in their 
breeding places and swampy places 
were drained off. Yellow fever ceased 
in Havana. 
Colonel Gorgas Their Foe. 


Colonel Gorgas cleaned up Panama 


just as he did Havana. When Presi- 
dent Roosevelt made his trip to the 
Panama canal he recorded that only 
one mosquito was seen by any mem- 
ber of his party. 


The mosquito wns also fought suc- 


cessfully on Statcn Island, New York, 
by Dr. Alvah H. Doty, then health offi- 
cer for the port. 


Xew Jersey, New York. Pennsylvania 


and Delaware have laws under which 
boards of health can declare any mos- 
quito breeding territory a public nui- 
sance. These states have spent enor- 
mous sums in fighting the mosquito, 
but the outlay has been more than re- 
paid by tho vast Increase which has re- 
sulted In the taxable value of property. 


When Dr. Charles A. K. Campbell, 


president of the San Antonio Academy 
ot Medicine, built on the shore of 
Michell lake, a largo body of standing 
sewer water a few miles from San An- 
tonio, Tex., a bat roost for raising bats 
to cure malaria medical and lay men 
nllke were highly amused by an Idea 
that seemed ridiculous. 


But the bats ended tho mosquitoes 


and malaria, and the authorities of San 
Antonio were so fully converted that 
they passed an ordnance to prohibit the 
destruction of bats.
